THE BAPTISMAL FORMULA. 
Te the Editor of The Chicaco Tribune: 

Every careful student of the Greek New Testa- 
ment whe cqmpares the original Greek with the 
= English version, will decide that a new 

isicn of the same is imperatively required. 
In no respect js such new revision more needed 
than in regard to the Greek prepositions. I 
have selected for a brief examinatiga the prepo- 
sition’ eis. The common version renders thé 
baptismal formula in Matthew xxvili:19 thus: 
‘Go yg therefore and teach all nations, baptiz- 
ing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” This transiation 
fails to convey or give the force and correct 
meaning of the Greek. The preposition there 
„ im,“ before the phrase the name.of 
the Father, te., is s. This word siguifies 
“into.” “to the interior,” and not in sim-

G. Winer N. T. Gram., p. 3005 $96. Thos. 8. 
Green’s N. T. Gram., page 209" Hadley’s Greek 
Gram., Sec; 620. Robiason’s N. T. Lexicon, p. 
116. 12 (eis) denotes motion into a place or 
thing. It is not convertible with the Greek pre- 
sition en, which sree 40 in,” denoting rest 
in a place or thing. Therefore the .vefse above 
quoted should translated and read thus: 
“Go ye therefore and teach all nations, baptiz- 
ing them inte the hame of the Father, aud of the 
Sov, aud of the Holy Ghost.” 

ibe difference between these two translations 
is manifest, To baptize a person im the name 
of” signifies merely by the authority of aid no 
more. Tbe word “name” in thé above verse 
has an entirely different meaning. The name 
of the Father, Boa, and Helly Ghost” is a 
mode of expressiog Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost, ao that the phrase meaus *‘ baptizi 
them into the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost.” 
To baptize a person into the name of the Fatuer, 
Son, and Holy Ghgst, means into a profession of 
faith in them, into a union. with them, aud a 
sincere obedience to them and the Gospel of 
Curt. This is the clear significatidn of the 
Greek. This command aud baptigmal forqula 
do occur together eisewhere in the New Tésta- 
meut. In Acts viii: 16, the preposition render- 
ed in before the phrase ih the name of the 
Lord Jesus” is eie, aud should de translated 
“foto and not in 5 in the common Version.

“General Charter of 1875,” which is to be 
adopted or rejected by a vote of the people 


In the meantime, the Legislature also rem- 
edied many of the evils of the old charter of 
Chicago by re-enacting a large portion of the 
law known as the Mayor’s bill,—so that at 
the present time the pbople of Chicago have 
before them for their acceptance three sev- 
eral charters, ag follows : 

1. The present charter of 1863, with amend- 
ments, including the recently-enacted May- 
or’s bill,—the whole constituting the present 
City Charter, 

2. The general charter of 1872, conceded 

be wholly inapplicable to the City of Chi- 

unless amended, and not capable of 
oa without amending the charters 
of other cities in the State. This charter is 
to be accepted or rejected next Friday, April 
23. It should be voted down. 

8. The general charter of 4875, which in- 
cludes the existing charter, with the various 
improvements made necessary because of the 
growth and peculiar circumstances of the | 
city. This charter has to be voted on by the 
people in August, 1875, and, if adopted, will 
go into operation in November next. 

It is necessary, however, to understand 
that if, next Friday, there should be a major- 
ity of votes for the charter of 1872, then the 
present charter will be wholly repealed ; and, 
as the charter of 1872 is comparatively a 
skeleton, it will strip the city of many essen- 
tial powers of government, providing no 
equivalents therefor, and will practically 
overturn the present Government, without 
providing a proper substitute therefor. It 
will not only repeal wholly the present char- 
ter, but will, by anticipation, prevent the 
adoptign of the charter of 1875 at the elec- 
tion in August, and prevent any vote upon 


1877. It will leave the city involved in utter 
eonfusion, with all its elective officers holding 
office until April; 1877, under one charter, 
while attempting to execute another charter, 
It will change the number of wards, re-divide 
the city into districts, and generally put the 
affairs of the city into inextricable confusion. 

If the charter of 1872 be voted down next 
Friday, then the people of Chicago will still 
have the privilege of retaining the present 
charter as amended by the Mayor's bill, or of 
adopting in August next the charter of 1875. 
Those who wish either of these must unite 
and reject the charter of 1872, which, if 
adopted, repeals absolutely the whole of the 
present charter, and prohibits the adoption 
of the one of 1875 for some years to come. 

The city is not in a condition to perpetrate 
practical jokes when the consequences are 
so serious, A gang of 500 men may, next 
Friday, organize and poll several thousand 
votes for the charter of 1872, and, in the ab- 
sence of any vote on the other side, may 
secure its adoption as a joke; but such a 
proceeding would be a public calamity, in- 
volving the city in financial embarrassment 
and confusion which would require years to 
overcome. Let the citizens therefore vote 
on Friday Against the Charter of 1872,” and 
thus secure the privilege of deciding in Au- 
gust next whether they will retain the pres- 
ent charter, with the Mayor's bill included, 
or the new charter of 1875, which includes 
the vital points of the old charter, with the 
various important and radical improvements. 

- MUNICIPAL INDEBZEDNESS. 

The alarming increase in the debts of the 
cities and towns of Massachusetts has at- 
tracted the attention of the Legislature, and 
bills have been introduced having for their 
purpose the placing of restraints upon such 
action. The figures will appear startling even 
to people in the West, where considerable 
recklessness has prevailed in this business :

In the same time the increase in property 
valuation has been 29 per cent, and the 
amount of money raised by taxation has in- 
creased 30} per cent, the increase of 
debt has been 130 per cent. The fatal 
feeility of issuing bonds and spending 
borrowed money, which has involved 
so many Western towns in ruin, seems 
to be in full practice in Massa 
chusetta. When it is proposed to expend 
$20,000 on a work of questionable necessity, 
a town-meeting will resolutely vote down a 
motion to levy a tax to raise the money ; but 
the same town-meeting will, without objec- 
tion, vote to issue bonds to raise the money, 
and to pay a high interest thereon. Thus 
municipalities are led into the toils of debt, 
and when, to pay the debt and the interest 
thereon, the taxes become excessive, the men 
of means sell out, and move to other places 
not yet overwhelmed with bonds. 

The Constitution of Illinois in 1870 wisely 
arrested and prohibited the creation of any 


porations ; the provision reads, No county, 
city, town, township, or other municipality, 
shall ever become subscriber to the capital 
stock of any railroad or private corporation, 
or make donation to or loan its credit in aid 
of such corporation.” This provision cut off 
the most insidious and dangerous form of 
temptation to the creation of municipal 
cebt. Unfortunately, before it was adopted 
the municipalities of the State had voted 
large subscriptions to railroad stock ; they 
paid their bonds for the stock, and there are 
yet outstanding of these bonds nearly $15,- 
000,000, bearing an average of 9 per cent in- 
terest. Many of the towns are overwhelmed 
with this debt. Others—a few—are bravely 
straggling to pay interest and principal, but 
the large majority of these bonds will not be 
paid for half a century. 

Another wise provision in our Constitution 
is that the débt of no municipality shall ex- 
ceed 5 per centum of the valuation of its tax- 
able property for State purposes, As this 
valuation is, perhaps, about 50 per cent of the 
real value, the limitation is 2) per 
qent of the agtual value of the taxables. It 
has been estimated that the aggregate of the 
debts of the various ties of the 
State of Illinois will reach $40,000,000, which, 
at an average of 8 per cent, calls for $3,200,- 
000 interest annually. The taxa-

THE GOLD STATES. 

There are nine American States which have 
constantly used and still use specie as a cir- 
culating medium. Three of them—California, 
Oregon, and Nevada-belong to the Union. 
The other six form Canada. Only an imagina- 
ry political line separates the latter from this 
country, Their business interests are inter- 
woven with ours, and their political institu- 
tions are modeled after ours. The slight dif- 
ferences which exist in this ease do not exist 
in the other Oalifornia, Oregon, and Nevada 
have exactly thé sames business and political 
interests as the rest of the Union. Yet they, 
in common with the six Canadian States, 
have a gold-standard currency. In these nine 
communities, irredeemable greenbacks are 
33 as gold is with us. They pass 
at a discount, as gold passes here at a 
premium. The taker sella them at once to a 
broker or banker, and they are shipped to the 
States, where they are the standard of value, 
—if*we can call an ever-shifting point a 
standard. 

The history of the way in which California 
has preserved her business from the contami- 
nation of fluctuating, debased currency is of 
especial value now, for it shows what State 
legislation, backed by the popular will, van 
do to hasten resumption elsewhere. In the 
first place, the Constitution of California for- 
bids any State Bank to issue notes, It must 
confine itself to a deposit and discount busi- 
ness, buying and selling exchange and loan- 
ing money. The only currency recognized 
by the Constitution of that State is gold and 
silver. When the Legal-Tender -act was 
passed by Congress, under the pressure of a 
real or fancied necessity, the Legislature of 
California enacted a law on contracts, which 
contains this passage: In an action on a 
contract, or an obligation, in writing, for the 
direct payment of money, made payable in a 
specified kind of money and currency, jndg- 
ment for the plaintiff, whether the same be 
by default or after verdict, may {shall} follow 
the contract or obligation, and be made pay- 
able in the kind of money or currency speci- 
fied therein.” The constitutiinality of this 
law has been uphe by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, 

Such simple means as these, supported by 
a hearty public approval, have proved sufli- 
cient. The Pacific Slope has had a gold. 
standard currency from 61 te 75. The re- 
sult has been that prices have been steady. 
There has been no unexpected finctuation, no 
violent changes, no oe or betting on 
the value of a dollar. Business has not stag- 
gered on one continuous spree, now ina 
drunken delirium, now in a prostrate or 
comatose condition. The perfect proof of 
Californian and Canadian currency-wisdom 
came when thirty-four States of the Union 
saw their Gusiness crushed, their laborers 
thrown out of employment, their capital 
wiped out, their delusive, fictitiqns pros- 
perity swept into nothingness, by the panic 
of 1873. The gold-standard States stood the 
strain. No crisis checked their business, 
Their industrics. rested on hard gold and 
sold values,—not flimsy, fluctuating paper 
which the Government refused to redeem. 

A law like that of California, adopted in I- 
Unois and other States; would throw safe 
guards around gold contracts, and woald 
draw publie attention to the possibility of 
what may be called individual resumption of 
specie payments, A great deal of wholesale 
business is now being transacted in New 
York and Boston on a specie basis, and much 
more would be, provided the importance of 
individual action were urged upon the public. 
The Secretary of the Treasury cannot resume 
specie payments on his own hook Jan. 1, 
1879. The nation must help him. 


EDUCATION AND CRIME. 

The natural history of crime is a subject 
which is only beginning to receive the at- 
tention it deserves. The average educated 
man knows a great deal more of how moths, 
and caterpillars, and frogs, are produced, 
than he does of the genesis of pickpockets, 
robbers, and murderers, It is not to be won- 
dered at that it is so, since there is really 
more known of the former than of the lat. 
ter. The production of criminals has re- 
ceived from legislators, statesmen, and 
philanthropists, a minimum of investiga- 
tion,—an amount out of all proportion with its 
importance to the social well-being of man- 
kind. Intimes past, the devil was a sufficient 
hypothesis to explain all crime. In our days, 
there is a growing tendency to account for it 
on the principle of heredity. On the former 
hypothesis, the criminal was the man who 
hearkened to the demon's voice, and he 
differed from other men only in yielding to 
the Satanic influences which they resisted, 
On the latter, the eriminal is born predes- 
tined to n life of murder or rapine. We have 
no disposition to enter into the question of 
the efficiency of these causes—only we would 
call attention to the known fact that 
most criminals, if not have had a training 
in crime, and that there is good reason to be- 
lieve that it is education in crime which 
makes men in most instances criminals. 
There. is a school in the land not erected 
at public expense—the school of the 
street—largely attended by the chil- 
dren of the wretched, by children sometimes 
without father, or mother, or guardian, or 
friend, —houseless, homeless, 
shiftless,—left to vegetate, whom society—so 
to speak—tramples upon, and who in turn 
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dren of the lodging-house to attend a night- 
school opened for their benefit. Gathering 
his boarders about him one fine morning, Mr. 
Brace told them that there was a gentleman 
in want of an office-boy, and that he would 

The competition for the 


formed them that the boy should be able to 
write a good hand! That was a qualification 
which none of them possessed. Whereupon 
Mr. Brace proposed a night-school, which 
was. accepted unanimously, and the 
school was successfully established. Most 
of the boys have some littlg source 
of income, selling papers, blacking boots, 
running errands, . etc. The establish- 
ment of a savings-bank initiated them into 
the secrets of economy. At present there 
are a number of such schools and lodging- 
houses in admirable working order in New 
York, Each boy has a of his own, and 
is furnished, for the est pittance, with 
all the comforts of a home. His 

costs him nothing. In the school he is 
taught reading, writing, arithmetic, geogra- 
phy, and history. His bed costs him 6 cents 
a night; his breakfast, dinner, and supper 
the same amount each. i unable to 
pay obtain credit, and their self-respect has 
been developed to such an extent that it 
rarely happens that they fail to meet their 
engagements, which it is never insisted they 
shall In 1878, 7,600 children frequented 
the Newsboys’ lodging-house, near the City, 
Hall. The total expense for the year was $16,- 
000, one-fourth of which was paid by the chil- 
dren themselves. As many as 1,240 of them 
had made some little savings, an aggregate of 
$2,500, Owing to the establishment of these 
ifistitutions, the number of children in New 
York arrested for petit larceny, etc., dimin- 
ished 50 per cent in the interval between 
1861 and 1871, spite of the fact that the popu- 
lation increased vastly during the same peri- 
od. This is equivalent to saying that one-half 
of the young criminals of New York were re- 
claimed to an orderly life, or that one-half of 
those who otherwise would have become 
criminals Were, through the educational 
agency of the lodging-houses and night- 
schools, prevented entering on a criminal 
course. What stronger proof can be pro- 
duced to show that opening schools is the 
hest way to make prisons useless, and that an 
increaf® in the number of school-teachers 
entails 2 decrease in the. number of police- 
men? Schools prevent crime, prisons punish 
it. Reach the class from which criminals 
proceed by the school and there will be no 
reason to reach them by the prison, when 
the formation of character is at end, and 
reformation an impossibility. 

THE COURT-HOUSE ARCHITECTS. 

The Building Committee of the Common 
Council, in their report on the Court. 
House, which they submitted last Monday, 
and which the Council will act ‘upon 
next Monday, accepts the dictates of the 
Foreign Know-Nothings by authorizing 
the Board of Public Works to employ Mire 
architects, who will be two foreigners and one 
American. In the Germanico-Hibernian 
combitiation, the Germans fear to trust an 
Irishman with the work, and the Irish would 
never trust a German. It is insisted, there- 
fore, that there shall be a German architect 
and an Irisharchitect, which secures a division 
of the spoils and patronage. The American 
is simply added for sake of appearances/ 
and he will be in the minority and without 
power, unless as a balance of power in case 
of a quarrel between the foreign architects. 
A final struggle should be made in the Coun- 
cil to defeat this programme; but there is not 
much likelihood of even a protest against it. 
It is ridiculous that there should be three 
architects to do the work of one, simply to 
acknowledge the ‘‘claims” of the Irish and 
Germans as against the Americans, who pay 
four-fifths of the taxes. 

For the rest, the report recommends the 
only lawful course, viz.: to place the con- 
struction of the City-Hall under the manage- 
ment and supervision of the Board of Public 
Works. If the report be adopted as it stands, 
it is entirely probable that the three architects 
already agreed upon by the County Com- 
missioners will be accepted by the Council.
